ANNUAL REpoRT. The Chairman, on behalf of the Council, presented the 
Annual Report, which was adopted. 


FINANCIAL Report. The Honorary Treasurer presented the Statement of 
Accounts and Balance Sheet, the adoption of which was moved by the Chairman 
and adopted.

The Chairman asked the Meeting to re-elect Messrs. West and Drake as Auditors 


of the Society. This was proposed by Mr, Hazell, seconded by Mr. Lidbetter, and 
carried unanimously. 
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ANNUAL REPORT, 1929-30. 


During the past year the Society has suffered more than its fair share of loss 
by deaths among its distinguished supporters. The loss of the late Honorary 
Treasurer, Mr. Howard Hazell, came as a severe shock to the Council, who had 
learnt to rely not only on the unsparing care which he had given for many years 
to the finances of the Society, but also to his wise and unobtrusive advice on matters 
of policy. The Society is, however, fortunate in having on its Council a successor 
to this post as well qualified as Mr. Bramwell. By his will Mr. Hazell bequeathed 
£500 to the Society. 

The national grief caused by the loss of our Honorary Member, the Earl of 
Balfour, will recall to many Members and Fellows the occasion of the 1st Inter- 
national Eugenics Congress held in London in 1912. His helpful association with 
the Society, especially in those early days, exhibits Lord Balfour as a man who 
could equally play a distinguished part in the political and in the intellectual 
leadership of his country. Few men are qualified to do both, and the Society 
must ever feel grateful to the memory of a man who lent the weight of his great 
influence in favour of a scientific and impartial examination of our responsiblities 
to future generations of citizens. 


Mr. Henry Twitchin, who had for several years given a large sum to our 
Society , of which he was a fellow, died at Nice on March roth. He always insisted 
on remaining anonymous, and the Council were never able in his life time to express 
to him their deep feeling of gratitude. It now appears that by his will he has left 
all his property, except certain minor legacies, to our Society, with the result that 
our financial position will be greatly improved in the future. It is hoped that a 
full obituary notice will appear in the July Review, when what we owe to our 
benefactor will be more adequately expressed. It should perhaps be added that 
the will is not yet proved. 


FINANCE. 


From the statement of accounts it will be observed that the Society’s expendi- 
ture for the year ended 31st December, 1929, was in excess of income by the amount 
of £151. 6s.2d. The expenditure, however, includes that on Research and ‘‘Family 
Councils’’ for which special funds were provided and brought forward. 

. A legacy of £500 was received from the estate of the late Mr. W. Howard 
Hazell. This was treated as capital and not included in the figure for income. 

It will be seen that there is a reduction in the number of fellows and members. 
This is partly accounted for by the fact that a number of names of members whose 
subscriptions were long overdue have been removed. The amount outstanding 
is now £23. 17s. The financial stringency of the times has led to several resigna- 
tions. 


REVIEW. 


The EuGENics REview has continued to make progress under the new Editor, 
Mr. Eldon Moore. Owing to the method of book-keeping by Messrs. Macmillan, 
it is not easy to give the exact figures, but it 1s possible to report that the outside 
sales have been increased. As is inevitable, a journal that has changed its general 
make-up, has been subject to criticism, but this we can regard as an omen of 
vitality. 
FAMILY COUNCIL’S COMMITTEE. 


Although the actual publication of ‘‘Family Council Law in Europe’’ only 
falls in 1930, the happy conclusion of the work of this Committee was attained 
before Christmas, when the material for the published study was in the printer’s 
hands. ‘This work has been going steadily on since 1927, and the Society’s thanks 
are due to the Committee and to other advisers, in particular, Miss Evelyn Fox and 
Sir Frederick Willis, who all gave much time and trouble to the work. 

It is unnecessary to mention all the authorities who contributed to secure 
accuracy in accounts of legislation and social custom, as the names all appear in 
the preface of the little volume. The Society was indeed fortunate in getting 
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Mrs. Kate E. Trounson as investigator and writer for this study. It has been a 
work of great difficulty. Mrs. Trounson’s investigations had to be carried on in 
many languages, and required that skill in interviewing which makes it possible 
to secure what is required from persons of different nationalities and many varia- 
tions of temperament and experience; in every direction she shewed herself equal 
to the task, and her friends will be glad to learn that she has returned to her work 
both as lecturer and author since her recent severe illness. 


LIBRARY. 


The library now contains about 2,000 volumes, and a new catalogue is being 
issued. It is not proposed to send this catalogue to all Fellows and Members 
except on application, but new. fellows and members will receive a copy on joining 
the Society. We hope the library will be more freely used, as it contains many 
works not readily available elsewhere. During 1929 more use was made of the 
classified pamphlets which are also on loan. Again the Society has most warmly 
to thank Miss Corry for her work. 


GALTON DINNER. 

The Anniversary Dinner was held on February 17th, the actual date of Sir 
Francis Galton’s birth, the 16th, falling on a Sunday this year. In the absence of 
the President, the Vice-Chairman, Professor E. W. MacBride, presided. The 
lecture was given by Professor S. J. Holmes, an eminent eugenist from the Univer- 
sity of California, the subject being “‘Natural Selection in Man.’’ Sir Walter 
Morley Fletcher proposed a vote of thanks to the lecturer. This was seconded by 
Sir William Beveridge, and Major Darwin contributed a few words. ‘The numbers 
at dinner were 74. 


MEMBERS’ MEETINGS. 


A series of eight Meetings was arranged and held in the Royal Society’s Rooms 
during the winter session 1929-30. Several of the subjects aroused considerable 
interest, and it is to be regretted that comparatively few of the fellows and members 
were apparently able to avail themselves of the opportunity to attend these meet- 
ings. : 

The attendance at the six Discussion Meetings has again been disappointing, 
in spite of the interesting subjects advertised for discussion. 


PROPAGANDA. 


The Honorary Officers’ Committee has during this year taken charge of all 
propaganda work, giving careful consideration to every meeting and has stressed 
work in the London area. A noteworthy feature of the year has been the numerous 
and increasing invitations from Groups addressed by Miss Pocock for a return visit. 
Miss Pocock’s work has secured lectures to new Groups, namely, the British Red 
Cross Society, Women’s Institutes, and the Y.W.C.A. All speakers are agreed 
that they find audiences greatly interested in Sterilization. 

The number of Propaganda Meetings held during the year was 77. Members’ 
Meetings and Discussion Meetings held in London, as in former reports, are not 
included. 

The Society has been very fortunate in the autumn in securing much help from 
Professor S. J. Holmes, of California, who spent the winter of his sabbatical year 
in England. Groups which are not often reached in the Society’s ordinary propa- 
ganda work made use of this opportunity. Professor Holmes gave a course of 
lectures at Liverpool University before Christmas, and two lectures at Edinburgh 
University, this beginning securing for the next year similar invitations from 
University Medical Groups. The Committee is very grateful to Professor Holmes 
for the stimulus which his help has given in University work.

STERILIZATION. 


A proposal was considered by the Council that the Society shall start a hospital 
for voluntary sterilization. It was thought that the present state of the law in 
regard to voluntary sterilization was so vague as to make very hazardous a venture 
of this sort at the moment. 

The question of getting legalised a bill to regulate the practice of sterilization 
was then again raised, and a propaganda sub-committee was appointed with a view 
to influencing responsible public opinion favourably in this direction. The time 
was considered ripe for such action in view of the recently published mental defici- 
ency reports, and of the numerous allusions to sterilization in the Press. 


RESEARCH WORK. 


The research work under the direction of Mr. Lidbetter has continued steadily, 
but progress cannot be very rapid. It is hoped, however, to have a first volume 
ready for publication in the near future, provided that funds are available for the 
necessary work involved for the collation of the mass of data obtained. 


LOCAL GROUPS. 


The Council has this year authorised a scheme for the formation of local groups 
which is given in detail below. Eugenists will do the Society good service in 
making all possible use of this scheme :— 

‘‘Local Groups of the Society. A group may be formed in an area which 
has a membership contributing £21 os. od. to Headquarters. This group 
would be at liberty to have a local Committee. The local committee to be 
invited to arrange study and propaganda meetings, for which clerical work 
would be done at Headquarters Office, and lectures provided from Headquarters 
up to a financial limit of half the total annual contribution from the group. 

‘“Representation. Groups to be invited to send in proposals for the 
Council, to be considered by the Council for nomination to Council.’’ 


VOLUNTARY HELPERS. 


In former years the Society depended very much on voluntary help. The 
Education Secretary, in particular, has sadly felt in this past year the absence of 
those who gave so much time and care in the Office in the past. The need is more 
urgent than ever, and it is much to be hoped that eugenists all over the country will 
bear this in mind and whenever possible recommend the industrious unemployed to 
apply to Headquarters for occupation. In a thin year we have been particularly 
grateful to Mr. Ibberson for the very generous gift of his time and powers. He is 
largely responsible for the forthcoming issue of a new Library Catalogue; he has also 
presented the Society with a number of beautifully executed lecture charts. Miss 
Belfield gave us help in the Spring before returning to Oxford to complete her 
Degree, and the Office wish her all success in her future work. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT ACT, 1929. 


All Voluntary Societies have been stirred, pleasantly or unpleasantly, by the 
necessity of facing the new conditions arising out of the Local Government Act. 
The Society’s Council has given its sanction to the course of asking individual 
Fellows and Members in different areas who may be interested in public affairs to 
attempt to turn the work of the Local Authorities in their area in a eugenic direction. 
Some study has been undertaken as to the best means of using current legislation 
so as to stem racial deterioration. It has not been sufficiently realised by many 
how few Local Authorities are making use of the powers they now possess for the 
prevention of procreation by the unfit. The Education Authority might, but does 
not, detect the feeble-minded in school. 

The Mental Deficiency Committees have fairly wide powers for securing 
segregation of the feeble-minded, and could in all other cases put those who would 
not be suitable as parents under guardianship or supervision. Any Fellows who 
did not receive a memorandum on this work, but who would like to use their 
influence in local affairs are requested to write to the Honorary Officers. 
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CAMBRIDGE. 


Owing to a lecture given by Dr. Aikman, at Cambridge, a society has been 
formed amongst the undergraduates. The inaugural lecture was given by Professor 
Holmes, Major Darwin being present. A series of meetings is being arranged by 
the Cambridge committee, together with meetings for discussion.
